*Michael Bodel 

Michael Bodel creates work at the intersection of dance, puppetry and image theater. He lives in New 
York where he is choreographing a piece for HERE Arts in July, dancing for Lily Skove, and editing a 
dance film about tourism in the Greek isles. He is excited to be involved in his second parade in 
Cleveland. 


Anne Cubberly 

Anne was the first ever artist-in-residence at the Wadsworth Atheneum, (Hartford, Connecticut), and 
was profiled in the New York Times (May 28,2006). For a one woman show of her work 

(February 16 - April 7 2007) at Paesaggio Gallery (Hartford, Connecticut), she made a giant Chess set 
installation and allowed people to play it. She returns to parade after a year’s absence. She and 
Cleveland artist John Ranally are creating a giant Hippogriff puppet with an entourage of characters 
that look like the offspring of stuffed animals who mated with insects. Their ensemble will include 
many members from the Cleveland community 


*Claudio “Caucau”’ da Silva 

Claudio José Moreira da Silva, “Cacau” is a percussionist who was born in the town of Arcoverde, in 
the state of Pernambuco, Brazil. He has been performing Afro-Brazilian music since 1997 and 
promotes the music composed by his group Cacau. He recorded the album Jaragué Mulungt (2005) 
with eight musicians. Claudio, who is also a luthier and an artist, lives in the city of Natal. 


Kelvin Keli Cadiz, and Nkhruma Potts 

Kelvin and Nkruma have each been playing pan since they were six-years-old, giving nearly 50 years 
of experience between them. They are members of the National Lottery Commission Board (NLCB), 
Buccooneers Elite Stage Side Ensemble, which performs weekly at Sandy Point Village and the 
Buccoo Village Sunday School, as well as for cruise ships and many official functions. At Trinidad 
and Tobago Carnival 2005, The Buccooneers Steel Orchestra placed 6th nationally in the annual 
Panorama Competition. In 2006 Buccooneers reached the National Panorama semi-finals. 


Michael Guy-James 

Michael Guy-James has been traveling to Cleveland from Trinidad and Tobago as a guest artist for 10 
years. Originally trained with Peter Minshall’s Callaloo Company, Michael now designs his own 
carnival costumes. In 2003, Michael’s designs won awards in both the Trinidad and Tobago and the 
Domenica Carnivals. In addition to his work for Parade the Circle, Michael has also designed 
costumes and sets for Cleveland Public Theatre, Western Reserve Historical Society and the Solon 
Youth Theatre. For Carnival 2005 in Trinidad, Michael was production manager for the band “The 
Washing” which won medium band of the year. 


Ana Paula Jones 

An actress, dancer, researcher and cultural producer, Jones has been researching and cataloging 
African and native Brazilian cultural expressions since 1997. In addition, Jones is the director, 
president and curator of Raizes da Tradi¢ao Institute, a non-profit organization which promotes and 
produces cultural events, workshops, seminars and performances on cultural diversity.

A recent immigrant to the United States from Trinidad and Tobago, Rochford resides in Detroit, Michigan. He is a 12-year 
member of the award-winning Buccooneers Steel Orchestra from Buccoo, Tobago. 


Rudolph “Murphy” Winters 

Carnival arts specialist Rudolph “Murphy” Winters is from Trinidad. Murphy has worked on the opening ceremonies of the 
1987 Pan Am Games, the 100th Anniversary of Bastille Day in Paris (1990), the opening and closing ceremonies for the 1992 
Summer Olympics in Barcelona, the 1996 Summer Olympics in Atlanta, and the 2002 Winter Olympics in Salt Lake City. 
Winters was also one of six artists who created the Rockin’ in the Streets parade for the opening of the Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame and Museum in Cleveland. 


*Lacey Hammond Harrington, Brad Harley and Rick Simon (Toronto, Canada) 

Lacey Hammond Harrington, Brad Harley, and Rick Simon, the parade’s three Canadian stilt specialists are all multi-talented 
individuals. Lacey, a recent graduate of Toronto's Fashion Institute, has traveled as far as Bermuda and Trinidad to show off 
her stilting skills. She recently had an exhibition of her "hats" in Toronto. Brad originally was a member of Bread and Puppet 
Theatre in Vermont. He is a founding member and co-director of Shadowland Theatre based on Ward Island in Toronto's 
harbor. Shadowland has already made a commitment to perform at the Circle of Masks Festival at CMA in 2008. Rick Simon 
is a fine art photographer in addition to a stilter. He works for a small publishing house in Toronto and is renowned for his 
photographs of Ward Island where he lives. 


ABOUT THE PARADE ARTISTIC DIRECTOR 


Robin VanLear 

Robin VanLear is artistic director of the Parade and CMA’s community arts program. In fall 2002 she was the recipient of the 
first annual Joseph D. Pigott University Circle Leadership Award. She was the 2001 recipient of the Robert P. Bergman Prize, 
awarded by the Cleveland Arts Prize committee. She was also a recipient of an Ohio Arts Council travel grant, which enabled 
her to travel extensively and attract guest artists from Cuba to Cleveland’s Parade the Circle. VanLear created the first Parade 
the Circle in 1990, after serving as artistic director for the Summer Solstice Celebration in Santa Barbara, California. In 1984, 
she received her Master of Fine Arts in sculpture with an emphasis on performance art and sculpture from the University of 
California at Santa Barbara. She has lectured extensively and has served as artist-in-residence at several schools and art 
institutions. VanLear has created art performances and installations throughout the Cleveland area. She co-created and directed 
the Rockin’ in the Streets parade for the opening of the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame and Museum; co-designed the set, costumes 
and props for “An Aesop Odyssey”, presented by Cleveland Opera on Tour (1997); and co-designed the giant puppets and set 
for “Peter and the Wolf” (1997) and “Pictures at an Exhibition” (1998) for the Cleveland Orchestra. In winter 2005, VanLear 
was co-designer of a children's carnival band "Buccoo.com" which won the king, queen and medium band title in Tobago. For 
the first annual Ingenuity Festival in 2005, VanLear created Traffic Jam, the opening performance at Public Square. VanLear 
was a 2007 recipient of a Judson at University Circle Smart Living Award as an “Up and Coming” leader.
